Coannon and Cannon Balls,

We ind an allusion (o canton us early ag the
Spanigh chronicle of Alfonso VI, written by
Pedro, Bishops of Leon. In deseribing s sea
fight in the eleventh century, between the Emirs
ol Seville and Tunis, he says:—'“The vessdl of
the King of Tuni=s bad on board a number of
iron pipes, out of which volumes of thundering
fire (lonenos do fuego) were discharged.,” The
firvet pannon east m England are sald to have
been made by John Owengin 16213 but the art
arpeam to haye been introduced o a high stale
ol periection, Two large brass guns, recoverd
in 1885, from the Mary Roze, which was sunk at
Spithead n 1646—onc¢ a 68pounder nnd the
other a 24-pounder—in beauty of design and
workmanship sre equul to anything produced
in the present dny. &['Iw Inrgest gun ever made
in England, up to 1843, was one welghing
elghteen tone, cast in that year for Mehemet
All, Pacha of Bgypt. The bore of the gun wns
about within onetenth of an inch of sixteen
inches (15 9-10 inchiea). The welght of 1ts solid
shot was 4656 pounds, and of its shell, 300 pounds.
This gun was twelve leet long, and had ao fm-
mense quantity of metal at the brecch.

A story Is told of a cannon in Bejnpoor, Indin,
which weighs jorty tons, A seat in the lnterior
accomnmodates five persons, without much
crowting, It is formed of mixed metal, of
which there I8 sald to be some portions ol gold
and o considernble quantity of silver, aad 14
vory sonorous, It was the work ol Unutehy
Coomy Khuan, an officer in the service of Hoos-
soeim Nivam Shab, at Ahmudopugeer. In giviog
n description of It, Colonel Sykea saya;—''On
the vigit of Bir John Malcolm durine a perlod ot
hie Viceroyship st Bombay, the Sattorah Rajah,
who holds the surrounding territories under the
brivish Government, directed that this gun
ghould be fired off as an approprinte salute,
Though not charged with more than hall' the
welght of powder which its chamber counld con-
iain, the concussion wasz awful; it ook many
ol the buildings to their foundatione, and the
terrified inhabitants, as the reverberations rolled
along, expected to ses the domes aud towers,
gurvivors ot the former shocks, come tumbliing
ubout their ears.”

At the siege of Antwerp, in 1830, General
Puixhans, of the Freneh Artillery, proposed to
King Leopold to shoerten the siege by means of
a mortar, the shells of which would weigh a
thousand pounds, and contain each one hundred
lmumlu of powder, The provosal wus thought
0 be inhuman, aad it was not until after fifty
thousand cannon balls and shells bhad been
spent in o vain bombardment that the monster
mortar—a charcoal casting made at Liege—was
brought out. Nine shells were fired, huge fiving
masses, one of which burst io the air, and eight
descended into the citadel. Two days after thoe
first shiell was fired the Pateh surrendered,

The artillery nsed at the siege of Baza in the
war of Granadn, during the siege of Ferdinand
and Isubelln, were called bombards, They are
still to Le seen in that eity, where they long
gerved o8 columns in the public market place,
The largest fare of about twelve feet in lengih,
consisting n} iron bars two inches In breadth,
held fogether by bolts and rines of the same
metal, Thege were lirmly attached to thelr car-
riages, incapable of either vertical or horizontal
movement, The balls thrown from these en-
gines were sometimes of irou, but more usually
of marble, Several bundred of the latter have
been picked up on the hills around Baza, many
of which are tourteen inches in dinmeter, and
weigh 176 pounds. At the siege of Balagner, at
the begimuing of the filteenth century, necording
to Zurila, stone balls were digcovered which
welghed not less than 650 pounds, A gun reco-
vered from one of the Torkish ships destroyed
at Tohesme In 1770 was fourteen feet two inches
m leneth, nine feet in circumfierence, twenty
inches hore, and 210 cwt,, or 23,526 1bs, weight,

The tirst instance of borizontal shell firing on
record i= that at the slege of Gibraltar, in 1770,
where Captaln Merdier, of the 30th Regiment,
suggested thar tive und o hall inch shells, with
short-caleculated fuscs, should be -fired from
guns, This practice answered so well that it
peeame general, Red-hot balls were first used
Ly Stephen Buthor, King of Poland, at the siege
of Diuntzig, 1676,

Pistols were first uzed by the Germans; Bellay
mentions them 1o the year 1644, In the time of
Francis 1 and under Heory 11 the Genoan horse-
men; des reiers, were called pistofiers.—Army
and fh*ary Journal,
